The examiner informed applicants' attorney, Roger Hahn, that the following 
amendment to claim 1 would result in the allowance of claims 1 and 2: 

Claim 1. "... contains a mixture of acrylic emulsion and colloidal silica wherein said 
colloidal silica is not immobilized into said acrylic emulsion 

This amendment which is clearly supported in the specification at page 3, lines18-23 
would make claims 1 and 2 commensurate in scope with applicants' arguments. 

Claim 3 would be allowed if amended to include the language suggested above and 
the additional recitation of the diphenylsulfone bridgeable compound as recited in 
claiml. As an alternative, process claim 3 could be cancelled and pursued as is in a 
divisional application as a consequence of a restriction requirement.
